County-Assn.

Sen. Robert W. Davis, Gay- 
lord, talked about what is going 
on in the Michigan Legislature 
at a recent meeting in Grayling. 

Davis was present at a joint 
meeting of Michigan Northern 
Counties Association and Mich- 
igan Association of Counties. 

The three major topics he 
discussed were need for in- 
creased Siate funding, 
for corporations and Industries, 
and an aggressive campaign for 
new jobs. He pointed out that 
raises for state employees, in- 
creased welfare rolls, and high- 
er unemployment, were putting 
heavy strains on a state budget 
already suffering from the loss 
of $200 million in sales tax 
revenue. 

The budget, he said, will be 
pared in many ways by cutting 
into a lot of programs and 
expanding in others to help the 
economy. Many: of these will 
have a good effect on Northern 
Michigan, he told his listeners. 
Davis also said that many large 
industrial firms who have look- 
ed at Michigan have said the tax 
structure here is “lousy” and 
nave refused to jiocalé here. tn 
addition, many firms are moving 
operations out of the state. He 
mentioned the need for employ- 
ment for young people and the 
‘ age levels for 
empioyment of youths in some 
jobs.

Each group using the auditorium shall be responsible for a 
rough clean up of the audience area after each activity in which that 
area is involved.
